Wasnixerox, Dec. 25—The queer
things that o through the mails and finally
land in the Ibead Letter Office in point of
number and variety discount the contents
of a balf dozen diwe museuma. Evervthing
imagivable, froma bar of soap tw am ax
handle, and from a poem of passion to a
braee of revelvers, finds its way ioto the
mails, and, if it zo astrav, cventually finds
itsell in the Dead Letter Office. Once ajyear
there is a sule of the miscellany that has
thus accomulated, aud from 5,000 to 10,000
articles of more or less value pass into the
nands of owners other than these for whom
they were origipally intended.

Letters forwarded to the Dead Letter Office
pre of two gemeral classes—mailable and un-
meiluble. Mailable letters may be orginary
unclaimed letters, letters returned from
botels, letters bearing fiotitious addresses,
Jetters returned from foreign countries, or-
letters without inelosures sent to
writers and reiurned on failure to deliver.

uumailable articies, letters held tor
letters misdirected or only partialiy

The Three Official Languages.

Ouly three languages, Eoglish, German
s French, are allowed in the mails, so far
as the addresses are conecerned, but & variety

with his language, but reads apd

it as well, or rather as poorley ‘as hin-
¢if. Oceusionally a letter nadressed in
Hebrew or srabic or Persian or something
clee equally absiruse so iar o8 Awmerican

that mipe
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postmasiers are coucerned, pgets iute the
ymehow, and when it reaches New
i after its ocean vovage it is seot along
10 the Dread Letter Office to bedesipbered and
resddressed in Enghsh, so that the post-
masiers whose lipguistic accomplisbments
are limited may deliver it 1o the good ola
Auglo-Suzon.

Such leiters as bear undecipherable ad-
dresses and sli otbers that cannpot be re-
turoed without opening are turned over W a
force of operstors who systematically go
through them, merely cutting the envelope
and removiog soy valucbles they may enp-
tain. Each man opeosabout 2,000 in a day,
and after woney or dralts or checks are re-
moved the opened letters,in packages of 100
each, are seut to the readers, the 60 un-
sculimental young ladies in the gallery
above, Articles of small value that are not
returned to owners, such as books, picture
cards, ete., are divided among the hospitals,
orphen asylums and charitable institations
ot the District of Columbia. The money,
checks or draits taken from letiers s re-
turned 1o the sender, unless the party for
whom il was intended can be found. Some-
times, of course, neither party can be dise
covered, in which case the Government is
just that mueh ahead. o 1887, ‘or instance,
there was tsken from the mails nearly
$500,000, and o! thisamount $6,072 06 could
not be resiored to owpers. The annual ane-
tinn sale also brought in a revenue of §2,-
421 32, thus mskiog a total of pesrly §10,-
i realized by the Goveroment on matier
roceived at the Dead Letter Office.

Quite an Interesting Collection.

Connected ﬁl.hi.haDudIMﬂrOﬁuh!J

sort of museum where curious articles that
corue in the mails and cannot be returned
to owners are placed on exhibition. 1o the
cabinets, which extend round the room, are
shown articles innumernile and wvaried,
muny of which bave histories. There are
cl;l.um and toys and jewelry without pum-

. Several Indian batchets which were
unclnimed give to one of the eabinets an
archmiogical appearance, and & pair of In-
dian pipes of red sandstone cross each other
in truly peace'ul style. One of the rare
curiosities is a sheet of psrchment on which
is penned the Lord’s prayer in 54 langunapges.
It is said to be a duplicate of a parchment
which hangs in 8t Peter's st Rome. It
came to thix country in the mail from
Europe in 1842, and us there was no trace of
its oririn and no owner for it wasdiscovered
here it was sent to the Dead Letter Office
and has been there cver since.

One o! the prettiest things is s lad¥y’s fan
made of stork festhers, the plumes being
rarer and richer than the finest ostrich
plumes. Tt is most mageificent in appear-
ance and doubtless cruced the costume of
some court beauty in the Old World. It
came to this country from Earope many
years ago, but no clew to its owner or origin
was ever obtained, Tnoneof the casesthere
is a box of weading eake, which came to the
dead letter office six rs sgo as “‘un-
clanged.” It is getting a lattle old and dis-
colored and by this time wonld probably be
preity dry eating. Considering its present
characteristies, it might be execellent “wed-
ding cake to dream on.” It eertainly has
all the elements necesmary to produce a
fanciful nightmare. Rosarics are quite
common in the cabinet and crucifixes are
also plentiful.

A Pious Mother's Gifl.

A most beautiful erucifix of solid gold
rests in a carnelinn case. It was found in
one of the Southern potoffices ar the close of
the war, and was marked “unclaimed.” It
had been sent, probably, by some pious
mother to her son who perished on the field
of battle or in the hospital. There was no
name attached, and nothine to tell the story.
Near it, partially concealed in a little en-
velope, is s Jlock of dark-brown hair. An
inseription, in & nervous hand, reads: “"This
contasins my hair. Charles Guitean,” It
was put into the mails by the murderer of
President Garfield, withont any address,
just as it appesred in the eabinet.

A few years ago there came to the Dead
Letter OE-& s uin can on which no address
was found. The can was opened und 16
lively looking rattlesnakes made their es-
cape. There was s scenein the Dead Letter
office for a few minutes. Everybody got on
the chairs and tables and the rattlers were
let in full possession of the floor. Finally
they were dispatched and 15 of them were
pickled in aleohol. One was missing, but
nobody koew it. It was supposed that 13
were epough and that none had esea A
few days later, one sunny allernoen, a long,
sleck-looking rattlesnake erawled from
among the papers in the chiel clerk’s desk,
and, unobserved, made bis way to wherea
voung lady visitor was sitting. His snake-
ship slily crawled to her feet, and gracefully
winding himself about ber slender ankles
tightened bis folds. The young lady noticed
the intrueion, and hastily looking down saw
the wily serpeot, was horrified and very
properiy. fainted. The rattlesnake offered
po further insult nor injury, but flad in
alarm, He was killed, sod, artistically
incased in & glass jar. He now adorns the
cabinet.

Not a Very Pleasant Feature.

From one of the cases grins a human
skull. Itis brown with aye, having appar-
eatly lain under the clay for a long time be-
fore its resurrection und its journey through
the mails. There was no address nor post-
mark when 1t came. All that it bore was
the inseription, “Jimmy MeDuff,"” ecarved
on the frontal bone. Jimmy MeDuff isthe
name of a murderer who perished on the
scaffold out West a few years ago; but the
skull is pot believed to be Jimmy's. Some-
body evidently sent it =s a joke to some
friend acquainted with the circumstanees of
Jimmy's taking off.

A ruther wovel letter on exhibition is in
the form of a pretty pink shell, on which is
inseribad a tender message. There was 21
cents postage due when it reached the
owuner, bul she deelined to pay that much,
even for a novelty in the way of a letter,
and it had o be seot 1 the Dead Letter
Office. A pair of woodpeckers of most
brilliant plumage hang in one cornerofl &
case aud are there beciuse tney were un-
claimed. They are stuffed with sawdost,
und are finished in the highest style of the
taxidermist’s art,

A npegro dol! baby, black az H. Rider
Haggard®s African chief, Umslopogass, leers
at the visitor from one of the cabinets. It
was addressed =a vear or s0 ago toa young
society lady in New York, but ascertaining
the contents of the package, she declined to
nay the postage apd it eame back to the
Dead Letter Office.

Some of the Other Curiosities.

A bootblack’s outfit., & wood saw, s hat
box, a gold-headed cane, snuff boxes, gold,
silver and bronze medals, coivs of all Kinds,
countries and ages are amoog the curiositles
collected. The metal basis for a set of false
teeth 15 in one of the cases. It was nn-
claimed and eame to the Dead Letter Office
several years ago. A short time sincean
old pentleman who wisited the museum
recognized the remains of his former set of
false teeth. He had sent them to o dentist,
he said, for repairs, but lost track of them
eotirely. As he had bougbt a new pair be
said he had wo use for the old ones, so they
remain in the Dead Letter Office.

A huge ax, such as is used by firemen,
came in the mails a short time ago snd
ianded in the Desd Letter Office because it
was unmailable for three ressons—it issharp
poiated, it is overweight and oversize. Axes
are not allowed in the mails, although some
people seem to think there is no limit pre-
scribed. There are persons who would start
a thrashing machine or a sawmill through
the msilsif a postmaster could be found
reckless enongh to give it a start.

LAW COFFICERS INDICTED,

The Prohibitory Law s Rich Mine for
Justicos and Constables.

Des Moixes, Dec. 25.—Some of the Jus-
tices and Constables who have erown fat on
the methods employed to enforee the prohib-
itory law im this (Polk) ecounty bave
at last come to grief. The grand
jury yesterday returned bills against
a womber of them. The charges are
conspiracy to defraud the couanty, threats to
extort money, blackmail, and muking false
relurns of warrants. Justice Collender and
Constables Kellar, Buraick, West, Hamil.
ton and Cl tt were indicted for conspir-
acy to defraud; Constabies Pierce, Westand
Hamilton for blackmail, and Clegget was
al=o indicted for making false warraots,

Some idea of the extent of the operations
of these Justices, constables, rs and
spotters may be obtained from the statement
3( their fee'biils r:ndendh:glimm connty

uring ten months of the present in
crimipal cases, nearly all of whlcz relate
to the prohibitory law, amounting to con-
siderably over §30,000. The probability is
that for the year they will exeeed $60,000.
When the present officers were defeated
for renomination in September last
they became incensed and  greatly
inereased their sctivity. The pace at
which costs aceunmulated was not geaerally
kuown, however, until the transcripts were
filed with the Board of Suopervisors inm No-
vemwber. So exhorbitant were that the
board refased to ullow any of and
passed a resolution asking the grand jury 1o
investigate the matter and report their find-
ings w the district court. It is probable that

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NEGROES IN CLOVER.

Communities Down Somth Where
They Vastly Preponderate,

TRAITS OF THE NEGRO CHARACTEE.

Their Improevidemce, Their Vanity and
Their Love of Display.

CATTLE AND MULES YOKED TOGETHER

FCORERSFONDENCE OF THE DISPATCH.]

MosTooMERY, ALA., Dec. 24.—A great
deal has been written recently aboutthe
“New South,” which menns, I presume, the
development of the rich mineral resourees of
some distriets apd the rapid building of
manufacturing towns and cities in conse-
quence. These towns do Tot differ materially
from places of the same class everywhere,
except, perhaps, in two particulars—that
the mass of common laborers are megroes,
and that the white people aiffer slightly in
their customs from the white people at the
North.

Among the leading msoufacturing towns
of the South I have found but one that
varied from the above description. This is
Ft, Payne, Ala., which iz distinctively a
Northern town, almost all its people having
come from the North. I mention it espe~
cialiy becanse whea two years ago, on &
Queen and Crescent Railway train, I ran
past where it now stands, there was nothing
but a cotton field. Now it isa large, fine-
looking towa, with water works, electrie
lizht, blast furnaces, rolling mill, and sey-
eral other factories, giving an idea of how
some of these new lowns Frow.

The Old South is the Theme.

But it is about the *'Old South that I
started out to write—the agricultural dis-
tricts where the Yankee has not invaded.
Here the customs are much the same that
they have always been. The “black belt™
extends east and west seross Alabama and
Mississippi. In Alabama it is from 50 to 70
miles wide. It wasorginally covered with
a dense growth of cane, hence it was ealled
the cane-brake country. It produces im-
mense quantities of cotton, hence 1t iscalled
the “cotton belt.”™ The soil is black, hence
it became known as the “‘black belt, * and
there is now another good reason for calling
it the black belt, as at least four-fifths of
the populstion are b

On Saturdays the colored people flock
into the towns in such numbers as to liter-
ally blockade the sidewalks, and their ox
teams blockade thestreets. Last Sawurday,
at Greensboro, Ala., two gentlemen of our
party counted the persons as they passed the
hotel, and there were 100 blacks to nine
whites.

Their teams and outfis are odd—mostly
oxen, mauy of them driven singly. Bome
teams consist of an ox and a mule, others of
an ox and & cow.

Animuls Unequally Yoked Together.

During this forencon I sawa man driviog
a vearling caif in shafis, while, since I be-
gan writing this letter, I saw from the car
window a ‘‘poor white" drivieg a cow
hitehed to a wagon, on which the family of
s woman and iwo children were moving.
Their wagons are very antiguated, but few
of them having bodies, and none of them
having brakes,

This sesson of the year is the time o see
the country negroes, and indeed all the
planters are in the towns in masses and in
their glory. They are now marketiog their
cotton, and they ““make’ surprising quanti-
ties of that plant in this black belt. The
nmegroes have worked all the spring, summer
and autumn and baye subsisted on scanty
allowance. Very many of them, I am in-
formed, have searcely seen a dollar within
that time, Now they are haviog the ex-
guisite pleasure of marketiog their crop and
spending the monev—what little is left after

:;'uh of the ﬁonnmmﬂeelh ‘l:f Il‘
e negroes will gradually push ou
the whites and buy, own and rule those
distriets, sending their own race represeata-
tives to Congress and the Legislatures, and
possibly holding a balance of power, Sub-
sequent yisits and further inguiry and ob-
servation has shown ome great obstacle to
the speedy realization of this theory.

The Neogroes May Crowd Out the Whites.

It is, that while many of them work very
hard and practice close economy snd severe
self-denial for two or three vears, and thus
pay fora pisce ol land, s very large per-
centage no sooner feel that they are really
holders of real estate than their love of dis-
play overcomes their judgment. They
morigage their plantation for carriages, har-
pess, fine c¢lothes nnd the like, and
in two or three years it Iis gone
and they are back again at the foot of the
ladder. A small plantation of 100 acres
ouly averages in price about §1.000,

The white planter class of the Sonth are
superior ?h‘uically, mentally, socially, and,
so far us T can learn, morally. In these re-
spects they are at least the peers of the mao-
nfucturers and merchant plass of the North,
Perhaps the point at which they differ from
Norihern people more thun in any one par-
ticalar is their delibernteness. They take
their time. They all covel wealth, some of
them so much that they ssmume its priv-
ileges on rather a narrow basis, but thers is
not that mad rush after it that we see North.
They seem to highly esteem social duties
and privileges, Every handsome young
Jady—und they average well in this respect
—is surrounded by admirers, who have time
to listen to her gay amall talk and humor
her whims, not only of evenings, but during
business hours; and men find time to devote
considerable attention to their wives, even
after they are married.

SEIZURE OF THE MOGUL.

CANADA IS5 PARTICULAR ABOUT THE
TOWING PRIVILEGES.

An International Dispute Just Passed Upon
by the Customs Departinent—Features

of a Difficulty Which is Jiot Yet Finally
Settled.

Orrawa, ONT., Dec. 25 —The case of
the American tug Mogul, which has called
forth & circular from the United States
Treasury Department, has just been passed
upon by the Customs Department. The
case was stated by Mr. Parmales, Assistant
Commissioner of Costoms, who is thoroughly
familar with the whole question of coasting
and towing in the waters off British Colum-
bis, which became a matter for speeial at-
tention hers as far back a<1877. In that
year a seizure or two for violations of the
towing laws were made by Canadian cus-
toms officers, and Mr., Parmales then re-
ported as to the extent of the Canadian jur-
isdiction in the Straits of Fueca, an opinion
which upon reference was confirmed by the
Minister of Justice.

A vessel irom Yokobama was brought
from sea into Exquimalt narbor lnst March
by the American tog Mogul. This wus reg-
ular enongh. The vessel waa then to be
towed from Esquimslt to Vietoria, or from
one port in Canade to another. The !Collis
did not venture to do this, but her owners,

who also own the Mogul, adopted
the device of  |having a Can-
adian  tug tow the  vessel out

. lour orfive miles, where she was dropped

and taken up by the Mogul, which was in
waitiog, and by her towed to Victoria.
There the Mogul was seized, and onlv re-
leased on depositing §400, The owners eal-
culated on satisfyiog the law by doing the
towing from one port in Canada to another
outside the three-mile limit, Mr. Parmalee
points out in his report that the treaty of
1846, signed in Washington, ruos the
houndary lioe through the middle of the
Straits of Fuen, which extended the juris-
diction of Canada some 18 miles from shore,
and copsequently the Mogul was within
Canadian waters.  Mr, Parmnlee produced

they havesatisfed theliens of the hants
who, durlog the working seasons furnished
them corn, fliteh and seed.

Many may wonder why they buoy:
cotton seed. The answer is, that most
of them, like many of their brothers in
white, are not very provident, hence they
sell all their cotton szed at a low price in
the fall and pay two or three times as much
per measure for what they need in the
spring. Their improvidence can scarcely
be wondered at, when it is remembered that
for gencrations Lthey were not required 1o
form babits of providing for themselves.

An Easy Prey for the Fakir.,

But it exposes them to mauy evils. They
are easily imposed upon by wvenders of
nostrums snd gew-gawe of every kind, and
sharpers, understanding this, strike the cot-
ton belt at the cotton selling season.
I saw fakirs in almost every town
with slways a crowd around them.
Some merchants have an auctioneer on the
sidewslk in front of their stores surronnded
by the dead stock which has accamulated
duriug the year.

In one town I saw a ‘‘fiying Jenny”
(“merry-go-rounds” we call them North).
This was crowded all day long with negroes,
bothk young and old, and if by any means a
unegroman or woman could get hold of a
quarter they would stay right at the
*Jennvy" until the last peany was gone.
At Belma, Ala,, there was a circus there
the day we were there which bad
brought in most of the population for
many miles sround. Happening to nds
out two or three miles into the country that
morning I met the typieal young couple
of whom we have all heard, but perhaps few
of us have seen, walking to the circus band
in hand. The look of aunticipstion on their
fuces told plainly where they were going,
while the generalair of periect bliss said
plainly 8s words,

“I"m his Anunle, he's my Joe."

In justice to the colored race, I mustssy
that this couple seemed to be of pure Cauca-
sina b

The Negro's Love for the Cirens.

The circus parade passed through the
town with the wagous wbout a quarter of a
mile apart; thus a very small circus made a
long parade. The whole affuir was of such
a character that, were it to appear on the
streets of Pittsburg, the small boys would guy
it out of town. The negroes, however,
seemed to look in  wonderment at the
painted elowus and wagons with fierce, wild
animsals painted on the outside,

The negro women of the towns effect cheap
hats or bonmets. but those of the country
still adhere to the slave style of bandker-
chief tied around the bhead in turban
fashion. Their dress makes up in bright-
ness and  variety of colors what it lacks in
quality and quantity.

Anpother manper in which they exhibit
their improvidence and also their love of
display i1s in carriage driving on the Sab-
bath, The mnegroes of the wwus who earn
weekly wages hire the finest livery car-
riages on Suvday, and seem to delight in
driving back and forth through the prin-
capal streets of the towns.

An amusing feature is the lofty scorn
with which the tewn negroes look down on
the “common country nigger.”

City Swells and Country Contrasts.

This is not surprising, as thers 18 great
diﬂ:arenna in condition, soeial position, eduo-
cation and general wake-up between the
well-fed, fairly dressed negro of the towns,
and the loug-haired, lank,  stoop-shouldered
“‘yaller niggers” of the wountains, who, in
imitation o! his peighbor, the poor white,
scratches a Jittle cotton pateh among the
rocks, bauls a bale to market with & cowand
invests the proceeds mostly in “‘terbacker”
and eorn whisky, or gl... nondescript
mortals who live on cracked corn, turtles
and malaria and gather upholsterer’s moss
in the swamps of the “Bighy" River. These
are the extreme classes, i'mmnu of the
plantation negroes are better situated.
Whether the pride of the town negroes is

not an indication of adyancement sod a
budding ambition that will ultimately ele-
vate the race I leave to philosophers to an-

swer,

The towing and coasting regulations of
both countries have long been a vexed sub-

THE WEIRD LEGEND

That Casts a Spell Over Supersli-
: tion Monntain in Arizona.

A BTRAKGE TRIBE OF- DWARFS

With a Beautiful White Quesm That Be-
pelled Hostile Attacks.

SOURCE OF HER WONDERFUL POWER

SaxTA Fe, N. M., Dee, 25 —One of the
strangest and most weird tales ol super-
stition comes from the mountain regions of
Arizons, hardly a score of miles from the
capital of that Territory. Here, in the des-
olation of the mountain fastnesses, whers
only the hardy hunter and prospecting
miner ever walk, is a lone mounfain peak
that extands bigh into the sky and which is
called Mount Superstition, a name given it
by a race of Indians that at an early period
roamed over this part of the conntry, which
at o later epoch became the hunting ground
of the savage and treascherons Apaches,

At the extreme western edge, on the sum-
mit of this ghost-haunted mountain, can be
seen to-dsy the crumbling ruinsof an old
stone fort, from which a erand view of the
country is to be had. Within the ineclosure
that surronnds the walls of this old fort is
perhaps an acre of land, or rather rock.
This mountain is the possessor of a strange
Indian legend, snd has for years been held
in such veneration by the red wen in Ari-
zona as to prevent even the most intrepid
warriors'from hunting upon or even visit-
ing it 3

A Tribe of Dwarfs.

In the early ages, prior to the establish-
ment of missions, which the archives show
to have been more than two centvriessgo,
there came up the Salt River Valleya
strange tribe of Indians, who settied at the
foot of Superstition Mountain, They were
not a race of giants. Iosiead their stature
was about 4 feet, and they came into the
valley 1,000 strong, and brought with them
a droveof strunge animals—evidently sheep.
At this early age Arizona was the home of
the warlike Papago and Pima Indinus, who
held in tee simple the valleys, while the
mountains were held by the savage
Apaches,

These strange invaders were peacefnl and
followed the avoestion of farming, and the
Apaches regarded them as possessing super-
natural powers and as holding striet com-
munion with the Great Spirit; and for this
reason the squatter tribe was not molested.
The Indians at once began work by irrigat-
ing and tilling the soil. On tbe summit of
the mountain they built a stone wall,
where at night they slept in security from
the encronchments of warlike neighbors.

The religicus rites of the strangers sur-
prised the Apaches. When the sun rose on
the Eastern slopes, the dwarfs would rise
and, facing the orb of Jight, stand motion-
less until 1t had risen above the mountains.
Then they would lie face downward for sey-
eral moments, during which ineantations
were performed by the medicine men, after
which they wouid rise and go about their
duily work.

White O of the Dwarfi

The dwarfs ocoupied their little domain
for five years, when the Apaches, who had
traded with the *‘little men,” were given a
surprise, The Apaches bad often noticed
that the central figure in all the religious
rites of the dwaris had been a woman much
taller than the dwarfls, commanding in ap-
pearance, with & white skin and long flow-
ing light hair. In their ignorance and su-
perstition, the Apaches attached to this
gueen supernatural powers. Duriog the five
vears they had never seen this woman in the
valley and they noted that the little Indians
regarded her as a deity.

About the middle of the summer of the
fi'th year the Apaches lenrned that a body
of armed warriors were marcbing into the
country from the sonth. They prepared for
defepse, but learned that the coming
warriors were only in search of the dwarfs,
and they sbandoned hostilities.

In the meantime the Apaches noted the
agitation of the dwarfs, and saw them mak-
ing preparations for resisting a foe, Great
piles of stones were piled on the edges of
the precipices overlooking the vulleys, the
sheep were driven into the mountain and the
rude farming utensils taken to the summit,
The Apaches, who are natural born assas-
sins, had no grievance agaiost the dwaris,
bnt were not displeased with the prospect
:ii war, for they thought it would be to their

n.

A Woman in the Case,

The ehief of the Zunis, as the invaders
called themselves, told a strange mtory to
pecount for the hostilities of the tribe
agaiost the dwarfs. He said that a dozen
years belore, the priests of his tribe bad
ourneyed to the waters of the rising sun.

ere they found among a tribe of Indians a
beautiful pale-faced squaw. By s barter
the priests secured the woman and brooghy
her home, where she was held in high ven-
eration and reverence. The tribe regarded
her ns possessing supernatural and divine
powers. The chief now in command of the
imvaders proposed to wed her, but she fled
and took refuge with the dwarls, who were o
bravch of their tribe, which was an off-
shoot of the Pueblo Indians

The chief commanded the dwarfs to sur-
render the pale-face squaw, but they par-
Jeyed and migrated. Tbe chief had now
come to secure the woman aud punish the
dwnrfs. The invading warriors were about
700 strong, and were armed with bows and
arrows, rough spears and stone battle-axes.
The dwarls were searcely armed at all, and
the Apaches figured on essy vietory for the
invaders. The armed warriors followed the
mountain ridge, and approached Supersti-
tion Mountain without atlemptling to scale
ils steep sides.

W eird Plcture of Beanty.

Tt wason a bright warm aflternoon that
the invaders approached the fort. Not a
person was in sight but one, and she, the
white woman,swod outside the rongh walls,
by the side of & muddy pool, sbout 100 feet
from the wall. She knew that not an arrow
would be shot or a spear tbrown at her, and
she stood there, ber hair streaming in the
breeze, a piotore of beauty that even the
untutored Indians could not help but ad-
mire, a fitting ganntlet of battle for the
knight errants of old. y

Utrged by their chief, the Indians made a
wild rush toward her; but she stood still,
the most perfect confidence marked in every
feature of her beautiful fuce. When the foe
was but a short distsnce awavshe picked up
an alla—or eazthen jar—and emptied the
contents into the pool, then ram quickiy,
scaling the wall by a ladder that was drawn
up aiter her.

In a moment balle of fire seemed to roll
over the mountain. Many of the Indians
fell dezd on their way to the fort; others,
terror stricken, jumped over the precipices
and wet their death. ‘The chief was one of
the first killed, and the disorganized band
retreated, while the Apache sentinels, who
had been stationed to watch the battle, Hed
in terror. Several hundred of the invaders
perished, and not an arrow was fired.

Awed by the White Squaw,

The Indiams who esca said at onee
thut their deteat was brought sbout by the
Great Spirit, aud returned home. Afler
this tbhe wonderiul powers of the white
squaw were spread through the country into
every Indixn tribe, and was sufficient for a
time to protect the dwarfs, Two yenrs after
this a band of Chiricahus warriors, the most
blood-thirsty of the Apache nation, visited
the Pinals in the valley. While intoxicated
on'pulque they attacked the dwarls in the
night, snd met a like reception to the Zunis,
which killed many of them. '

From this time the little dwarfs were un-
molested for several summers, when they
disappeared as suddenly as they “"o'inﬁ
ing to the southward. e Apaches
the white woman “Pale-faced Lightning,”
snd clsimed that she had disappeared ina
blaze of fire, and that the dwaris; knowing

their protector had , fled tos more
mEﬁn'ﬁn of the pale-faced
BQUAW I8 now supposed

in the mountain, and not one of the Indians
can be hired, to thisday, to go up Supersti-
tion Mountain. '
A Natural Electric Battery. o
The phenomenon that so surprised the
Indisns is explained by a gentleman resid-
ing at Pnenix, Ariz.—Mr, P. C. Bicknall.
He says that on the northside of the preei-
pice, near the old lortifieation, is a dyke of
tous iron, and on the south side the
mineral appears in the form of copperas.
1n the Iatter there was a small hole in which
water im ated with salt was constantly
dripping. From this, across the mountain,
were veins of copper in the native state.
The copper strin conneciing the ledges
rested on  a kiod of slag, produced by vol-
canic heat. Here wasa Euil.iu and nega-
tive pole, connected with a good electrie
conduetor, and a chemioal decomposition
taking place that would produce a current

sufficiently strong to be destructive to api-
mal life, '
Hamilton’s *“‘Resourees of Arizona,’”

third edition, 1884, makes reference to the
“Cave of the Spirit Mother," as it was
called by the Indians, and which issu
posed to be the cave where the apirit of the
white squaw lingers, as follows: *‘In
snother cave, on the sounth side of Balt
river, on removing the debris, picces of cot-
ton and cotton cloth have been found six
feet below the preseat floor. The relies
were in a good state of tion, the cot-
too being of a silky fiber. Ouse of the pieces
of cloth showed a rude attempt at oronmen-
tation, having small eyelets worked by
some sharp-pointed instrument.””

The author might have truthfully added
that the crumbling bLones of a solitary
human being were also found in the cave.
